The Agricultural Adjustment Agenoy offers its 1945 program for 
asaisting farmers to carry out recommended production practices 
in ecomeotion with their regular operations. The experience of 
geven years of operation in Alaska has been drawn upon in bring- 
ing to farmers here a well-rounded program of agricultural oon= 
servation. Consideration has been given to inorease the produc=_ 
tion of food crops for human consumption in the Territory, by 
providing payments for planting specified crops. The program has 
peon formulated under the provisions of the §011 Conservetion ana 
Donestic Allotment Act and, asin the past, conforms ag nearly as 
ig practicable to the program for the continental ALPORE 4

In the oase of grazing land, all vasture land included in the farm 
but not included in the cropland is considered in the somputation 

of the maximum allowance, An allowance of 40 cents per acre is 

made on the first 1,000 acres and 10 cents per acre on any additional 
acreage. However, this limitation does not affect payments earned 
for the planting of food crops, and payment will be made for the totel 
eoreage planted to such arore in 1946. 


The allowance for any farm detexminds the maximum payment that can 
be made for that farm, exclusive of the payment for planting food 
erops. For exemple, the allowance on a farm with 12 acres of orop- 
land and no pasture land would be $42.00, If the amount earned for 
carrying out prastices, other than the food production practices, cane 
to $40.00 the farmer would receive $40.00. On the other hand, if he 
carried out sufficient practices to earn $50.00, the payment would 
be $42.00. If he earned additional $10.00 under the food production 
practise, his payment would be $62.00. (Im addition, the payment in 
either oase would be increased in accordance with the schedule shown 
below, )

The rates of allowance and payment as set forth herein 
may be decreased or increased, as determined by the extent of partici- 
pation in the program, by as much as 10 percent, or otherwise adjusted 
to remain within the limits of funds appropriated by Congress.

Practice No. 12: For constructing a sufficient amount of continuous 
terrace to give ae protection against erosion, payment will ba made 
at the rate of = ) for each lOO feet of terrace with a meximum of $5.00 
‘per Pere: 


Credit: Will be allowed fer up to 500 feet of terrace per acre, provided 

it is properly laid out, adequately protected against overflowing or 
washing, and supplied with outlets for the discharge of water accuimlabed. 
Mangum-type terraces ars not considered effective on land of $ percent or 
more slope nor Nichole-type on land of 20 percent or more slope. Bench 
type terraces will be recognized as effective on land = 20 Mgt nt or more 
alope if depth of soil profile permits. 


Practice No. 13. For the construction and mintenance of check deme in 

_ gullies, payment will be made at the rate of $1.00 for each 10 linear feet 

of dams constructed, 

Check dams must be securely constructed to prevent washing out, well anchored 
‘so that washing wil not oceur at the intersections with the sides ef the 
gully, and properly protected with well established vegetation, The upper 
edge of the dam shall be the basis for linear msasurement, 


Practice No. 14, for establishing a good stand of erosion resistant perennial 
grasses in guilies, payment will be made at the rate of $1.00 for eac 
a squares fest of BE esees established.

GENERAL 


Eli ible Roel canta: Application for payment with respect to a 
arm shall be made by the landlord, tenants, and sharecroppers 
thereon, payment to be divided among them on the basis of the 
contribution made by each to the soil-building practices concerned. 


Appeals. Should any person wish to question any decision of the 
Fairbanks office of the Agricultural Adjustment Agency as to his 
right to a payment or the amount of his payment, he may request 

in writing a reconsideration of the decision within 15 daye after 
notice thereof has been made available to him. Purther appeal may 
subsequently be made to the Director, Division of Special Programs, 
Agricultural Adjustment Agency, if made within 15 days after re~ ; 
ceipt of notice of the decision on the first appeal. 


Jnelgibility. It is to be understood that no payment will be made 

to @ person who takes any action tending to prevent the accomplish- 
ment of the purposes of the program, No application will therefore 
be approved for payment if the applicant has (1) adopted any prace 
tices which tend to defeat the purposes of the 1945 or previous ag 
ricuitural conservation programs, (2) offset in any way the perform- 
anee for which payment would otherwise be authorized, or (3) adopted 
any practices found to be contrary to sound conservation practice with 
respeot to forest lend or woodland owned or controlled by him. 


Asecignments. Any person who may be entitled to a payment in connestion 
with the 1945 pregram may assign his interest in the payment ae 
security for cash loaned or advances made for the purpose of financing 
the making of a erop in 1948. No assignment will be recognized, howe 
ever, unlesa it is made in writing on Porm ACP=69 in accordance with 
instructions (AGP=70-Iagular, Revised), issued by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Agency. These forms my be obtained from any office of the
